We have uome ornamental lights 
that are a credit to any street 
but the street Itself Is about as 
It was when carved, out of a, 
barley field 23 years( ago. v 

"The weak spot In past efforts 
to Improve Cabrillo avenue was 
pointed out ,ln a letter over the 
signatures of Edwin L. Outh and 
Henry Austin and published In the 
Herald last Issue. 

"In this letter   the fact was 
stated that, only a few hundred 
feet of right-of-way through the 
Kettler estate was needed to con­ 
nect CabrlUo to Eshelman avenue. 
Such a connection would change 
the   status of Cabrillo from a 
deud-und street to that of a 
through street , capable of carrying 
north and south bound traffic be­ 
tween the southern end of West­ 
ern avenue tend the liarbor district.
